Stories Told to Astorlan Reporters by
Bome of the Victims of the Wreck—
Realistic Memories of a Trying Hour
~Left for Portland,

The eagerly expected steamer Allinnce
froin San Franeisco and Fureks, with a
long |'l-1 of the wreeked St Paul's
passengers arrived in yesterday at 2:30
oelock p. m, and docked at the Cal
lender pier,

She had 171 passengers aboard, 556 of
whom were “castawnys” from the Bt
Paul. The Alllance had a big manifest
of freight, 40 tons of which she landed
here. Mhe left Burcka at 8 o'closk on
Sumday morning last and made but one
stop on the way up ot Marshfield, Coos
Bay. Soe had pleasant weather and a
smioth s all the way up, and all her
people  were in exiellent spirita when
she touched here yestenday.

Represeatatives of  Astorian  boarded
bere instantly and were soon in touch
with toe story of the loss of the St,
sl on Point Gorda, in the dawning
hours of Thursday last.

Among those interviewed was Mrs,
Henry Zeirjack, of Fairbank, lowa, who
with her daughter, Miss Mamie and a
friend Mrs Rachel Egleston, was touring
the comst, the party being then en route
to Portland and the fair.

M, Zierjack, in speaking of their ex-
periences, saild in part:

“We three occupied a state room to-
gether on woat you eall the “port”
side of the Bt, Paul, and were in our
berths and sountl asleep at 2:30 o'clock
o Thursday morning of last  week,
when we were aroused by quick sharp
onders from one of the cabin stewards,
to “get up amnd put on life preservers,
and do it as quickly as you enn.” We
sprang ont. of our berths just as the
The jar was fearful and
threw us aevoss the sateroom and be-

ship straek,

after three hours of close hunting. The
Vanguard took all the passengers she
could ecarry and Jeft at 5 o'clock in the
evening, reaching there at 11 o'clock at
night. The people of Eureks were kind-
news itselfl and | guess the company
had made armangements by wire for our
aceommodation, for we paid nothing and
got evesything, while there awaiting
the Allisnee,

“She arrived late Seturday night and
we boarded her at ouce, and left there
ut 8 o'clock Sunday mornig. We made
one stop on the way up (Coos Bdy) and
here we are safe and sound, but minus
our baggage. But we're going to see
the Lewis and Clark fair anyway.”

“man on horseback”™ returned with a
erowdl of nearly 50 people and as many
horses, and in the party were nine wo-
nwen,

“Our party left the St, Paul in one
of the life boats at 4 p. m. and went on
board the steamer Vanguard, which had
bwen summoned {o our reliefl by the first
life boat dispatehed from our steamed, 11
hours before and in which 18 people,
crew and passengers were seated. We
found them on the Vanguard woen we
boarded her,

“The St. Paul's officers worked like
beavers all day long and did everything
possible for our comfort and to reas-
sure us in our plight. Guns were fired

I am very
thenkful to know that we are gotting
home again, even if we did losz every-
thing that we had on board.”
